w ere not perm itted to be printed else­ 
w here. 


“ N or w ere the Poles leas advanced 
in that most enlightened feeliogof civili­ 
sation, religious toleratioo. 
W hen al­ 
most all the rest of E urope was deleged 
w ith Ihe blood of contending sectaries ; 
while the Lutherans w ere perishing in 
Germ any ; while the blood ot above a 
hundred thousand Protestants, the vic­ 
tims of the wai of persecution, aod the 
horrid massacre ol St. Bartholomew,
